Method of Training Recruits. 


HEN Recruits come to Quar- 
ters, they ought, (before they 
are ſupplied with Arms and Ac- 
coutrements,) to be taught to ſtand and 
walk in an erect, eaſy Attitude; they 
ſhould know their Facings, Turnings, and 
Wheelings; the Diſtances of Ranks and 
Files, in cloſe and open Order; and the

- Method of changing Time in Marching : 
All which ſhall be mentioned, in their 
proper Places, reſpectively. 

So ſoon as Men are armed and accoutred, 
they ſhould be made expert in the Manual 
Exerciſe, before the Platoon Exerciſe is 
attempted ; and when they know the lat- 
ter tolerably, they ſhould burn Powder 
every Day, for a Week at leaſt, before 
they are permitted to join the Battalion. 
This progreſſive Manner of inducting Re- 
cruits, is like giving ſhort Leſſons to 
School Boys; and conſequently, muſt be 
the beſt, and moſt expeditious Way, of in- 
ſtructing them in the Rudiments of their 
«Duty. 3 
The Articles of War ought to be fre- 
quently read to the Soldiers by the Drill 
Serjeant; particularly, the Sections relat- 
ing to Mutiny, Deſertion, Diſobedience 
of Orders, and Neglect of Duty; which 
will prevent their pleading Ignorance, 
when they commit any military Miſde-

Diſtances of Ranks and Files. 


I N drawing up any Number of Men for 
Exerciſe, or a Review, the Ranks are 
to be four Paces diſtant from each other, 
not more. When cloſed, to cloſe Order, 
one Pace is the proper Diſtance to per- 
form Firings, Evolutions, &c. 

In both Caſes, the Files ought to be as 
cloſe as poſſible, ſo as to give the Whole 
Room enough to uſe their Arms. It is 
plain, that the more collected any Body 
of Men are, the better their Exerciſe and 
Firings will appear, provided they are not 
crouded, or do not incommode one ano- 
ther ; and to the Marines, this Maxim is 
particularly uſeful, becauſe they are often 
{tinted in point of Room, on board Ships 


of War.

Poſition of a Soldier under Arms. 


SOLDIER under Arms muſt be 
filent, ſteady, and particularly atten- 
tive to the Words of Command ; without 
which, it is impoſſible for him to perform 
his Exerciſe, Firings, and Movements, 
with any Degree of Exactneſs or Propriety. 
He is to ſtand ſtraight, ſquare, and firm, 
not making the leaſt Motion with Head, 
Body, Hands, or Feet, but when ordered; 
his Foes turned outwards, the Heels in a 
Line, and an Hand's Breadth aſunder, 
which is about four Inches * ; the Muſket 
carried perpendicularly, on the Left Shoul- 
der, the Barrel to the Front, the But in 
the Left Palm, preſſed cloſe to the Body, 
a little below the Hip-Bone, the Fore 
Finger above the Swell; the Left Arm 
not extended, but with a little Reſerve, in 


order to make every Motion convenient 
and eaſy to the Soldier. 


The modern Method of ſtanding with the Heels 
cloſe, I diſapprove, becauſe, I do not think it poſſible for

How to form a Battalion ok 
Exerciſe. 

HEN a Field-Day is ordered, 
\ every Company, or Sub-Diviſion, 
ſhould be paraded by the Serjeants, at the 
Barrack, or Head-Quarters of the Captain, 
or Commanding Officer of the Company, 
or whereſoever he ſhall order it to be 
done. The Subaltern Officers ought to 
attend, and to inſpect ſtrictly into the 
State and Condition of the Company; by 
which, they will be qualified to give pro- 
per Information to their Captains, rela- 
tive to Abſentees, (and Reaſon why), alſo 
of the Dreſs, Arms, and Accoutrements 
of the Men preſent. This will enable him 
to rectify trivial Miſtakes and Neglects, 


which often happen; likewiſe to "make | 
out a Ficld-Return, which is to be given 


to 
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to the Adjutant. The Company ſhould 
be formed into three Ranks, and ſized 
according to the Size Roll, and marched 
to the Place of Exerciſe, by the Officers, 
in two Diviſions, or, by Files, according 
to the Ground, Street, or Gateway they 
may have occaſion to paſs. So ſoon as 
the Companies come to the Field of Exer- 
ciſe, they are to fall in, and form the Bat- 
talion, according to the Seniority of their 
Captains, in the following Manner: vis. 
The eldeſt Captain's Company on the 
Right of the Battalion; the ſecond Cap- 
tain's on the Left; the third Captain's 
on the Left of the Firſt; the fourth Cap- 
tains on the Right of the Second; the 
fifth Captain's on the Left of the Third ; 
the ſixth Captain's on the Right of the 
Fourth; the feventh Captain's on the Left 
of the Fifth; the eighth Captain's on the 
Right of the Sixth, which forms the Bat- 
talion, leaving an Interval of two Paces 
between the Companies; the Grenadiers 
to form upon the Right of the Whole, 
about ten Paces from the Battalion.

T is indiſpenſably neceſſary for Soldiers 
to be thoroughly expert in firing at 
oblique Objects, becauſe it is not to be 
ſuppoſed that an Enemy is always diame-

perhaps, a Commanding Officer may not 
think proper to change his Front, for 
weighty Reaſons. 8 
When a Battalion is ordered to fire ob- 
liquely to the Right, the Soldiers, in mak- 
ing ready, muſt twiſt their Bodies to the 
Right, and ſtand firm and ſteady at the 
fame Time. Upon the Word PRESENT, 
they are to level to the Right Flank, as 
much as poſſible, ſo as not to totter in 
their Attitude; and having fired, they 
prime and load as uſuall.

or Grand Diviſion, muſt wheel his Divi- 
ſion to the Right a Quarter of the Cirele: 
The Soldiers make ready, as if they had 
been firing to the Front in Battalion; the 
Inſtant they have * they. are to reeo- 
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ver, and retire briſkly with a back Step 
to their former Ground, and prime and 
load. The Moment this Diviſion is out 
of the Way, the ſecond Diviſion is to 
wheel out, and act in the ſame Manger; 
followed by the third Divifion, Sc. until 
the Flank Diviſion upon the Left has 
fired. 


When an Enemy advances towards the 
Left Flank of the Battalion, this Evolu- 


tion is to be reverſed ; the Diviſions are to 


wheel, in Turn, a Quarter of the Circle to 
the Left, and the Firing begins on the 
Left Flank. 

The Grenadiers on the Flanks are to 
fire in the ſame Way, either before or af- 
ter the Battalion, as the Commanding 
Officer ſhall judge proper. 

If the Battalion is ordered to fire more 
thas one Round, the Inſtant the Diviſion 
on either Flank wheels, the Divifion next 
to it recover their Arms, that they may 
be ready to wheel, and give their Fire, 
the Moment the preceding Diviſion vetiger 
into the Battalion. 

In thoſe Firings, the Officers muſt be 
particularly careful to ſee that their Men 
preſent clear of the Front of the Divi- 
lion, or Diviſions, that fired before them: 
In which Caſe, there can be no n of 


their hurting each other. 
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ARTICLE VI. 
Street Firing, 


TREET Firing is uſed for the De- 
D fence of a Bridge, a Defile, a Lane, a 
Street, or a narrow Paſs of any Kind. 
The Manner of performing it at Exerciſe 
is as follows: 

Upon the Word Marcn, from the 
Exercifing Officer, the Right Hand Cen- 
ter Sub-Diviſion, is to advance briſkly to 
the Front: When that Divifion has made 
its third Pace, the Left Hand Center Sub- 
Diviſion is to move, inclining to the Right 
by the Side-Step, and cover it. The third 
Sub-Diviſion of the Right Wing inclines 
to the Left, and covers the Left Hand 


Center Sub-Diviſion: The ſixth Sub-Di- 
viſion of the Left Wing inclines to .the 


Right, and covers the third Diviſion ; and 


the four Sub-Diviſions on the Flanks ob- 
ſerve the ſame Directions, inclining to the 


Center, and covering each other in Turn, 
from Right to Left, until the eighth Sub- 


Diviſion comes in the Rear of the Whole. 


The Grenadiers, upon the firſt Notice, 
move briſkly to the Front ten Paces : The 
| 5 dt two 
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two Platoons join, and lead the Battalion “. 
Upon the Preparative, the Grenadiers halt, 
make ready, preſent, and fire; the Moment 
they have fired, they are to recover their 
Arms, face, or turn outwards from the 
Center, march briſkly by Files along the 
Flanks, form in the Rear, and prime and 
load as faſt as poſſible. When the Gre- 
nadiers preſent, the Right Hand Center 
Sub- Diviſion recover their Arms; and ſo 
ſoon as the Grenadiers divide, and wheel 
outwards, this Diviſion is to move for- 
ward briſkly, take up the Ground the 
Grenadiers fired upon, make ready, pre- 
ſent, fire, divide in the Center, wheel out- 
wards, and form in the Rear of the Gre- 
nadiers. The other ſeven Diviſions are to 
purſue the ſame Rule, forming in the Rear 
of each other; by which, they ſupport, 
protect, and relieve each other : But the 
Whole mult take Care not to loſe an Inch 
of Ground in this Firing. Form the Bat- 
talion : The Right Hand Center Sub-Di- 
viſion ſtands faſt, the ſeven Diviſions 
move up upon its Rizht and Left to their 
proper Places, halt, and dreſs; the Gre- 
nadiers divide, and go to the Flanks. 


_ In Reality a Column formed. But, as the Method- of 
redueing it, and forming the Battalion, will be explained 
in Article V. of Chapter IV. it is omitted here. 
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If the Bridge, Defile, or Paſs, is ſup- 
poſed to be on the Right or Left Flank, 
the Commanding Officer has nothing more 
to do, than to wheel the Battalion by 
Sub-Diviſions either Way, and go through 
the Firings in the Manner preſcribed. 
But in that Caſe, the Grenadiers ſhould 
join upon either Flank before wheeling, 


and the two Platoons act together, 8' 7 
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ARTICLE VII. 
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Parapet F iring. 


HEN a Breaſt-Work, or a Parapet, 
is to be defended, the Commanding 
Officer can beſt judge which is moſt ad- 
viſeable; to draw up his Men three deep, 
or two deep, according to his Number, 
the Extent of the Place, and other Cir- 
cumſtances. = 
If the Battalion is drawn up three deep, 
3 in the uſual Way, the Intervals between 
the Diviſions ſhould be enlarged two 
7 Paces, to give the Soldiers Room to paſs 
through them to the Rear when they have 
fired. Upon the Preparative, the Front 
Rank, with the Officers, move up briſkly 
| to the Parapet with recovered Arms, pre- 
1 ſent and fire: So ſoon as the Front Rank 
5 has fired, the Men are to recover their 
: Arms, face outwards, divide in the Cen- 
4 ter, and march briſkly to the Rear through 
> the Intervals, form and load : When the 
Front Rank preſents, the Center Rank 
1 recover their Arms, move up to the Para- 
1 I pet, preſent, fire, divide, face OY. 
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and go to the Rear, as the Front Rank 
did. The Rear Rank muſt obſerve the 
ſame Directions. 

In this iring, the Officers are to ſtand 
cloſe to the Parapet, in order to give the 
Words, PRESENT, and FIRE, to the dif- 
ferent Ranks as faſt as they come up. The 
Reſt is to be performed by the Soldiers 
without Words of Command; and in this 
F iring, no Officer is to wait for another, 
as in the Alternate Firings. Every Officer 
muſt fire as quick as his Men can load. 
The Serjeants are to be poſted in the Rear, 
to form the Ranks, and ſee that the Sol- 
diers load properly, 

The firſt, and every odd Round, brings 
the Flank Men of each Rank into the 
Center; but that is no great Inconveni- 
ence, becaule the ſecond, and every even 
Round, brings both Ranks and Files into 
their proper Places. 

Should a Battalion be ordered to perform 
Parapet Firing two deep ®, the two Ranks 
muſt be drawn up cloſe to the Parapet, 
fo as to give the Soldiers Room enough to 
uſe their Arms. 

Upon. the Preparative, the two Ranks 
make ready as Front and Center : Both 


*The Method of forming two deep, and four deep, 
ſhall be explained in Article viii. Chapter iv. 


Ranks 
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Ranks preſent and fire together. The 


Officers are not to wait for one another ; 
which has been premiſed in the Parapet 
Firing three deep. 

In my Opinion, this Method of firing 
is preferable to the other, for this Reaſon, 
that it not only extends the Front of the 
Battalion, but the Firing is cloſer, and 


muſt of Courſe do the more Execution. 


And here it is that the Soldiers may ſave 
two Motions in priming and loading, by 
coming to a Recover without ſhouldering 
after they have loaded. 

Formerly, there was another Method of 
performing the Parapet Firing, in a Sort 
of open Order, and countermarching by 
Files. But that Method I do not approve, 
becauſe, in my Judgment, a ſcattered, 
uncollected Fire can be of little Uſe, ex- 
cept in the Woods of America. 
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ABSTIOLRE I. 
How to change Time in Marching. 


HEN a Battalion is ordered to 
march in ſlow Time, the Men 
begin with their Left Feet: When in 
quick Time, they ſhould begin with their 
Right Feet, in order to make a Diſtinc- 
tion. 

In either Caſe, the Whole ſhould dreſs 
with the Right; for when a Battalion is 
ordered to dreſs with the Center, the Di-

A Battalion is generally firſt put into 
Motion in flow Time. When the Com- 'Y 
manding Officer thinks $75 to change to 3 
quick Time, the Words of Command are, E 
Manch, FasT, with a ſhort Pauſe be: 
tween the two Words; during which, the 43 
Men are to bring their Heels even, with- 
out halting, and begin the quick Step with 
the Right Feet: They are not to bend 
their Knees, or ſhorten their Steps, but 

2 they muſt cover as much Ground as if 

W they had been marching in ſlow Time. 

„ Upon the Words MaRcn, SLow, the 

Men muſt bring their Heels even, and 

begin with their Left Feet, making the 

Firſt a ſtrong Pace: The Drums beat in 

Time of Courſe. 

The Uſe of quick Time is, that a Bat- 
talion may advance or retire with ſo much 
the more Expedition. Therefore, if Men 
are permitted to curtail their Steps, it 
cannot anſwer the Purpoſe. | 

Soldiers ought to be very attentive to 
thoſe Particulars. Nothing can be more 
graceful in a Field of Exerciſe, than to ſee 


a Battalion under Arms march and change

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ARTICLE II. 


How to change the Front of the Bat- 
fralion to the Rear. 


AJ HEN the Commanding Officer 


thinks proper to change the Front 
of the Battalion to the Rear, the following 
Words of Command are to be given. 


Battalion, by Sub-Diviſions, 


Wheel to the Right-about. 
(A Caution.)

Upon this laſt Word of Command, the 
Battalion is to wheel to the Right- about, 
halt, and dreſs. The Right Wing that 
was, now becomes the Left Wing; and 
whatever Firing 1s ordered, begins on the 
Right. The Drummers come to the Rear 
through the Openings made by the Divi- 
fions while they are wheeling : The Pio- 
neers and Muſic, come to the Rear alſo. 


1 When 
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When the Battalion is to come to its 
proper Front, the Exerciſing Officer is to 
wheel the Whole to the Left- about by 
Sub-Diviſions, which will bring the Bat- | 
talion exactly to its former Front and 
Ground: The Drummers, Pioneers, and 
Muſic, go to the Rear. 

This Method of changing the Front of 
the Battalion to the Rear, is productive 
of one Inconvenience, which is, that the 
Officers who command the Sub-Diviſions 
muſt in the Firings turn their Backs to the 
Colours, and conſequently, to the Diviſions: 
that fire immediately before them. But'to 
remedy this Inconvenience ; the. Officers 
may go to the Right- about on the Ground 
they ſtand on, without wheeling with their 
Men; and when the Diviſions come to 
dreſe, move up into the Front; by which, 
the Commanding Officers of the Diviſions 
of the then Right Wing will be on the 
Right of their Companies; and the Officers 
commanding the Sub-Diviſions of the Left 
Wing, will be on the Left of theirs; the 
Utility of which has been explained in 
Article II. of Chapter II. When the 
Battalion is ordered to wheel by Sub-Di- 
viſions to the Left- about, and come to its 
roper Front, the Officers are to Face to 
the Leſi-about, and come into the Front 


without 


T 
without wheeling, which brings them to 
their former Places exactly. 

The Method practiſed at Preſent is, for 
the Battalion to go to the Right - about 
without any wheeling; but that is not 
changing the Front of the Battalion to the 
Rear; it is making the Front Rank the 
Rear Rank; and the Rear Rank the Front 
Rank, which I think is wrong when it 
can be avoided. 

By this Obſervation, I do not mean to 
inſinuate that Front Rank Men ſhould not 
occaſionally do Duty as Rear Rank Men, 
and Rear Rank Men the Duty of Front 
Rank Men: On the contrary, I think, 
when Soldiers are tolerably expert at Exer- 
ciſe, the three Ranks ſhould be frequently 
interchanged; by which, the Whole would 
be qualified to act as Front, Center, and 
Rear. In other Words, it would be fa- 
miliar to the Men. Sickneſs, Embarka-. 
tions, Sc. may render it neceſſary; and 


upon real ene it muſt be indiſpenſably 
uſeful. 
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Method of changing the Front of the 


Battalion to the Right. 


H E Battalion muſt be firſt wheeled 
to the Right by Sub-Diviſions; and 
upon the Words of Command, 


To the Right form the Battalion, 


the firſt Platoon of Grenadiers ſtands faſt ; 
the firſt Sub-Diviſion on the Right Flank 
moves up obliquely to the Left of the 


Grenadiers, is to halt, and dreſs with 
them: The other ſeven Sub-Diviſions, 


with the ſecond Platoon of Grenadiers, 
are to incline obliquely to the Left; they 
muſt halt, and dreſs on the Left of one 


another as faſt as they can come up; 


which forms the Battalion to the Right in 


a a very ſhort Time. In this Evolution, the 
Firing begins on the Right Flank, and

When the Battalion 1s to come to its 
proper Front, the Exerciſing Officer gives 
the following Words of Command:

The 
other Diviſions, with the ſecond Platoon 
of Grenadiers, march obliquely to the 
Right in quick Time; and when the Of- 
ficers, who command the Diviſions, find 
their Men in a Line with the Right, they 
are to turn to the Right- about, form upon 
the Left of each other, halt, and dreſs;

* I apprehend, that upon Service, a Column 1s gene- 
rally formed for the Attack cf an Intrenchment, or to pe- 
netrate an Enemy's Lines; and it is very conſiſtent with 
Reaſon, that a well ſupported Column, which makes a re- 
gular ſpirited Effort, muit prevail: Its Weight gives it 
great Superiority. However, a Commanding Officer may 
very probably find it neceſſary to purſue the Advantage,

N. B. This Evolution is ſeldom uſed, 
except when Delinquents are ſentenced to 
run the Gantlope. If I am rightly informed, 
French Infantry are generally, (if not al- 
ways) drawn in four deep in Battalion; 
by which, it is plain, they have a Method 
of firing four Ranks clear of each other; 
therefore, why ſhould not our Infantry 
practiſe it? Beyond all Manner of Con- 
tradition, if the Front Rank was to 
kneel, the other three Ranks making ready 
as Front, Center, and Rear, may fire clear 
of one another; but without that, in or- 
der to ſupport the Objections, I have al- 
ready made to the Front Rank's kneeling, 
I will propoſe the following Expedient.

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This Conſideration chiefly induced me 
to recommend, that the Battalion ſhould

how to march by Files, in Caſe of a 
woody Country, a narrow Lane, &c. How- 
ever, in my humble Apprehenſion, it 
ſhould not be attempted when there 1s the 
leaſt Probability of meeting Oppoſition. 
As to the oblong Square, I do not ſee 
any one Purpoſe it can anſwer, except in 
eſcorting Baggage. The Square was ori- 
ginally intended to keep off Horſe in open 


Ground; and ſurely, where Cavalry can 


act, there can be no Want of Room for 
a Battalion of Infantry to form the Hol- 
low Square.

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VV s ſent on Board. a Man,of War, 
the. Commanding. Marine Officer ſhould 
take their uniform Coats, Hats and Caps 
from. them, alſo their white Shirts, a Pair 
of. their: Stockings, and a Pair of Shoes, 
and lock them up in the Marine Store- 
Room. Each Man's Neceſſaries ſhould 
be tied up e in a little, Bundle, 
and tallied, to prevent Miſtakes , betwixt 
the Soldiers: By this Management the 
Mens Cloaths will be ſaved, and the Ma- 
rine Officers will be qualified to turn out 
a clean well- dreſſed Guard for the Recep- 
tion of a ſuperior Officer, who 1s intitled to 
one; and when diſembarked to do Duty 
with Land Forces on Shore, they will be 
able to make a Soldier-like Appearance; 
beſides, it prevents their ſelling their Ne- 
ceſſaries for Spirits or Tobacco, which is 
commonly done on board a Ship. It will 
anſwer another very good Purpoſe, that 


when 
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when Marines get wet upon Deck in bad 
Weather, they will have A clean Things 
to put on, which muſt be very conducive 
to the Preſervation of their Health. Sol- 
diers ſhould always wear Sea Caps, Jac- 
kets, and cheque Shirts on board a Ship. 
The Marines ſhould be exerciſed often, 
to keep them in Practice, that they may 
not forget the Whole of what they were 
taught on Shore. The beſt Method, in 
my Opinion, to exerciſc Marines on board 
a Ship is, firſt'to draw up the Soldiers in 
a ſingle Rank round the Deck, facing in- 
wards, and make them go through the 
Manual and Platoon Exerciſe in that Poſi- 
tion: The Officer ſtands in the Center to 
give the Words of Command, and to ſee 
that every Man is as attentive as if he had 
been- aſhore in Battalion. So ſoon as the 
Platoon Exerciſe is ended, the Detach- 
ment muſt be formed into three Ranks, 
at either Side of the Deck, facing out- 


wards, and ſubdivided into ſmall Platoons, 


according as you have Room. The Sol- 
diers are then to get their Cartridges, and 
prime and load; upon which, the Prepa- 
rative beats, and the Front Rank Men 
moves up to the Barricade, and the three 
Ranks perform the Parapet Firings. (See 
Article VIII. Chapter III.) 

þ TY When 
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When the Detachment fires ſix Rounds, 
the General beats: The Officer muſt then 
form his Detachment two deep, (ſee Ar- 
ticle VIII. Chapter IV.) and perform Pa- 
rapet Firing in that Order. In thoſe two 
Methods of performing Parapet Firing, 
the Soldiers ſhould be accuſtomed to pre- 
ſent obliquely to the Right and Left. 

No other Firing or Evolution ſhould be 
attempted at Sea: It can anſwer no Pur- 
poſe whatſoever to puzzle Men with Im- 

racticabilities. Soldiers kept in conſtant 
Practice in the Manner preſcribed, can- 
not forget more than they will be able to 
recover in two or three Days on Shore. 
Marines ſhould be accuſtomed to fire fre- 
quently with Ball on board a Ship at a 
Mark, hung for the Purpoſe at the Ex- 
tremity. of the Fore-Yard Arm. 

If a Man of War ſhould happen to en- 
gage to Leeward, which many of our 
Sea Captains are fond of, to prevent an 
Enemy from running away, the Marines 
of Courſe muſt be drawn up to Wind- 
ward; in that Caſe, the Soldiers ſhould be 
formed three deep, and perform the Para- 
pet Firing by Ranks, in the Manner di- 
rected above: By this Method they will 
be qualified to kcep up a ſucceſſive and 
almoſt inceſſant Fire upon the Enemy's 
Decks, which are open to them. Ano— 


Q_ ther 
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ther Advantage reſults from it, which is, 
that the Men are covered from the Ene- 
my's Muſketry while they are loading; 
beſides, I do not think that two Ranks 
can fire clear of the Barricade, which in 
reality is a Breaſt- Work, when the Sol- 
diers are drawn up to mann ba ans 
cially if it blows freſh; + 

When a Ship of War engages to Winds 
wart! the Marines muſt be drawn up to 
Leeward, two deep, and they are to per- 
form the  Parapet' Firing ſtanding quite 
cloſe to the Barricade; after they have 
once made ready, they ſhould prime and 
load without moving their Feet, or com- 
ing to a Shoulder, which will ſave them 
two Motions, and conſequently expedite 
the Firing. In this Caſe, a Platoon of 
the beſt Markſmen ſhould be picked out, 
and ordered to take Aim, and fire at the 
Enemy's Port-Holes: Two or three ex- 
pert Men killed at a Gun may filenee (it 
for half an Hour. Marine Officers ought 
to be particularly attentive to Time their 
Firings with the Motions of the Ship; 
that is to fay, never to give Fire but when 
the Ship is riſing with the Wave: If you 
fire when the pitches, you hit nothing bo 
Salt- Water. 

When a Man of War 1s polleed : to be 
cleared for Action, one of the Marine 
— | Arm- 
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Arm-Cheſts ſhould be laſhed upon the 
Grating abaft the Mizen-Maſt; to hold 
Ammunition, which will give the Soldiers 
more Room to act, and perhaps prevent 
many Accidents that may happen in ſup- 
plying them with Cartridges as often as 
they are wanted: And as Sea Engage- 
ments are ſometimes tedious, I think the 
Ward-Room Arms ſhould be brought 
upon Deck, in Caſe the Soldiers ſhould 
have Occaſion for clean Muſkets. If the 
Enemy ſhould attempt boarding, the Ma- 

rine Officer ſhould draw up ſome. of his 
Men, in a Rank entire, and poſt them 
wherever the Effort is molt likely to take 
Place, ſo as to be qualified to receive the 
ev upon the Points of his Bayonets. 
An Officer who commands a. Detach- 
ment of Marines on board a Ship of War, 
ſhould be peculiarly attentive and kind to 
the Sick; he ought to viſit them once a 
Day at leaſt, fee that the Surgeon and his 
Mates give them proper Attendance, | and 
not let them want any Thing that can be 
had. He ſhould alſo take Care that ſtrict 
Juſtice is done to his People with Regard 
to their Proviſions, and not let one of them 
go in Debt, or take up Slops of any Kind, 
if it can poſſibly be avoided : At the ſame 
Time, miſtaken Humanity ought not to 
influence him to overlook military Miſ- 

2 2 demeanors; 
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demeanors; on the contraty, he ſhould 
bring Delinquents to condign Puniſhment. 
This is the true Way for an Officer to 
make himſelf loved and feared by his 
Men, and then he will be ſure to be 
obeyed. Private Men have their Feel- 
ings as well as their Superiors, and often 
judge properly between Right and Wrong; 
which every Officer ſhould confider who 
has a Command, be it great or ſmall. 

It is the Duty of every Marine Officer 
who has the Honour to command, or be- 
long to a Detachment, to make the Ma- 
rines exert themſelves upon every Occa- 
ſion for the Good of his Majeſty's Service, 
and to endeavour to promote Harmony 
and Unanimity between them and the Sea- 
men. However, he is not to ſuffer his 
Men to be beat or abuſed: A Soldier 


ſhould never be itruck at Sea or on ſhore ; 


the Articles of War are ſufficiently rigor- 


ous to puniſh Offenders, and the Soldiers 
of a Patriot King who fight the Battles of 
their Country, ought not to be treated like 
Slaves at the Option of hot-headed Indi- 
viduals. | 

There are ſeveral Captains in the Royal 
Navy, (to their Credit be it ſpoken) that 
will not puniſh Marines legally, with a 
dozen Laſhes, without the Knowledge

but thoſe are Gentlemen who know the 
Service, and likewiſe know the Decorum

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SUPPLEMENT. 


ANY People think it unneceſſary 


| in Time of Peace to attend to Dit- 

cipline ſtrictly, or fatigue Men (as they 
ſtile it) with Exerciſe, but that is a moſt 
abſurd Notion : During a Peace, when 
Soldiers have little more to do, they 


ſhould be formed and fitted for War, by 


being made thoroughly converſant with 


the Theory of their Profeſſion. 

An Encampment in the Neighbour- 
hood of an Enemy, or a rolling Ship of 
War in the Bay of Biſcay, are very impro- 
per Places to teach Men their Firings and 
Evolutions ; therefore, they ought to know 
both perfectly before they are ſent upon 
Service. It cannot be expected that Sol- 


dicrs will perform in Action what they 


never {aw in a Field of Exerciſe. 

The Romans owed all their amazing 
Victories and boundleſs Conqueſts to Diſ- 
cipline; and fo thoroughly were they con- 


vinced of it, that they exerted themſelves. 
more, (if poſſible) and exerciſed their 


Troops 
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Troops oftener in Time of Peace than in 
Time of War. 

The King of Pruſſia ſeems to have 
adopted this Maxim : He owes his afto- 
niſhing Succeſſes laſt War, and, per- 
haps, the Preſervation of his Domini. 
ons, to the — and Perſeverance 


of his Army. 


The Britiſh Troops are chiefly indebted 


to the military Abilities of his late Royal 


Highneſs the brave Duke of Cumberland, 
for the uncommon Glory they have moſt 
deſervedly acquired in all Parts of the 
World, laſt War. 

The late great General Walfe, who was 
an Honour to his King, a Friend to his 
Country, and an Ornament to his Profeſ- 
ſion, formed and diſciplined the Twentieth 
Regiment of Foot, during the laſt Peace, 
to ſo good Pur oſe, that it became a Pat- 
tern Corps in the Army. 

I apprehend, that the Fats herein men- 
tioned, are ſufficient to convince every Man 
that Diſcipline is the Life and Soul of a 
Soldier's Profeſhon. 

The Utility of keeping a Body of Ma- 
rines employed in Time of Peace, 1s too 
obvious to require Explanation ; they 
were much wanted at the Commence- 
ment of the laſt War, and ſubſequent to 


their 
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their being raiſed and repeatedly aug- 
mented, there were ſo many ſudden De- 
mands for them, that the Commanding 
Officers at the different Diviſions, were 
under a Neceſſity of ' embarking Recruits 
before they had Time to learn the Manual 
Exerciſe. * 

I belonged to two Line of Battle Ships 
laſt War; in the firſt of which, we em- 
barked Ninety-two raw Recruits, who 
never burned a Grain of Powder before 
they came on board; in the ſecond, we 
got Seventy-ſix, who came from Ireland 
but a few. Days before, and were ſtill 
more aukward, if poſſible. Very provi- 
dentially for us, we met no Enemy of 
Force either Cruize ; if we had, the Ma- 
rine Officers might have been ſeverely 
aſperſed by the Public, without being 
culpable ; for it is impoſſible for Officers, 
let them be ever ſo alert, to make Men 
fight who do not know how to load their 
Muſkets. : 
The generality of People inconverſant 
with military Matters, are very unreaſon- 
able upon thoſe Occaſions. There are 
Thouſands in this great Metropolis that 
think an Engliſb Man of War ought to 
take or deſtroy any Enemy ſhe meets, 


without conſidering how the ſhip is man- 
ned, 
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ned, or making the leaſt Allowance for 
W ind, Weather, ſuperior, Weight of Me- 
tal, or any Incident which may happen in 
Action. 

Another grievous Inconvenience attends 
the embarking Recruits before they are 
ſeaſoned by mounting Guards, and other 
Shore Duties, which is, that they gene- 
rally die like rotten Sheep. 

I remember, in one of the Ships I be- 
longed to, we buried thirteen Marines in 
leſs than two Months, and ſent Sixt 
three to the Hoſpital at Plymouth, the 
greater Number of whom died. 
However, in Caſe of a future War, 
thoſe Inconveniencies may be avoided by 
| good Management. As Nurſeries are now 
eſtabliſhed for training Marine Soldiers, 
there may be a ſufficient Number of well- 
diſciplined Men always ready for his Ma- 
jeſty's Ships of War upon any unforeſeen 
Emergency. 
|| It is much more neceſſary for our Sub- 
|| alterns to be expert in their Duty, than 
for the Subalterns of marching Regiments, 
| | becauſe, if the latter are young and inex- 
BW perienced, or lately come into the Service, 
i they are never without old Officers at 
| Hand, qualified. to inſtruct and direct 
. them; whereas, our young Second Lieu- 


tenants 
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tenants are ſubject to have ſeparate Com- 
mands on board ſmall Ships of War, 
where they have not experienced Officers 
to adviſe with, and are conſequently often 
at a Loſs how to conduct themſelves. 

I think it would be for the Good of the 
Service to ſend three or four Marine Of- 
ficers from each Diviſion to Voolꝛoich, 
every Summer, to learn the Uſe of Ar- 
tillery, by which they would be enabled 
to teach the Soldiers how to work Cannon; 
and the Marines may be inſtructed in the 
Exerciſe of the great Guns, in the Sea 
Way, on Shore, by practiſing it on the 
Platforms in the Lines contiguous to the 
three Diviſions, being properly provided 
with Ring Bolts and Sponge Ropes for the 
Purpoſe, which would make them doubly 

uſeful on board a Man of War, 
Marine Subalterns ſhould be ordered to 
_ exerciſe the Battalion occaſionally in their 
Turn. Every Officer of Marines ought to 
be acquainted with the Field Duty of an 
Adjutant, for the Reaſons above - men- 
tioned ; and it would be much for the Ad- 
vantage of the Service, and the Corps, if 
an Officer of Rank and Experience was to 
be appointed Adjutant-General of Ma- 
rines, to viſit the three Diviſions every 
'Year, but to reſide in London, in order to 
R 2 inſpect 
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inſpect and ſuperintend the Marine Arms, 
Ammunition, Accoutrements, and Cloath- 
ing; and report the State and Condition 
of the Whole to the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty. All Returns, Muſter - Rolls, 
Applications, &c. ſhould come through 
his Hands; which he could reviſe, cor- 
rect, and model, ſo as to be able to ha 
them before the reſpectable Board of Ad- 
miralty in a proper Manner, and to ex- 
plain and ſolve any Dithculty that may 
ariſe. This would prevent Miſapprehen- 
fion and Blunders, which muſt inevitably 
happen, while thoſe Matters remain under 
the Direction of People who cannot poſ- 
fibly be ſuppoſed to know any Thing of 
the Buſineſs of a Soldier. 
The Marines are well cloathed, but 
their Arms and Accoutrements are in ge- 
neral very bad; they ſhould have Shoul- 
der Belts, Pouches, and Iron Rammers. 
Wooden Rammers are enough to diſcon- 
cert the beſt Battalion of Infantry that 
ever went into a Field, in the Firings: I 
have ſeen forty Men at common Exerciſe, 
and there were twelve Rammers broke in 
firing fix Rounds; by which, it is plain 
they are very unfit to come to Action 
with. Notwithſtanding all theſe Diſad- 
yantages, the Marines have done their 
Duty 
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Duty moſt becomingly during the. laſt 
War, particularly at Belleiſte, where they 
had the Thanks of the General, which 
the Commanding Sea Officer generouſly 
mentioned, in a very ſpirited Stile, in his 
public Letter. 7 

The Royal Navy is the Bulwark and 
Protection of the Commercial Intereſts of 
this Land of Liberty; therefore, the Ma- 
rines who are appointed to aſſiſt and do 
Duty in it, ſhould have an equal Encou- 
ragement with the Army in Point of 
Rank, Sc. 

There are many ſalutary eee 
wanting to make the Marine Corps what 
it ought to be; but, I leave it to Gentle- 
men of ſuperior Rank and Experience, 
whoſe more immediate Province it is, to 
point out thoſe Regulations. However, 
I cannot avoid ſaying, that the cap tal 
Hardſhip which affects Marine Officers 
moſt feelingly is, the being prevented 
from changing with the Army. It is a 
certain Diſadvantage to both Services; 
a reciprocal Intercourſe might be uſeful, 


convenient, and inſtructive to all 3 i 


ties. 


This Precluſion ſtops up the Road to 
Preferment, and makes it impoſſible for 
a Marine Officer, were he to ſerve fifty 


Years, 
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Vears, to attain a higher Rank than that 
of Lieutenant Colonel; which is a diſ- 
mal Proſpect for a young Man who has 
Ambition, and perhaps Capacity, to diſ- 
tinguiſh himſelf in the Service of his 
King and Country. 
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
